During  the  entire  summer  of  1963,  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic 
Institutions  devoted  itself  to  the  study  of  Law,  Jurisprudence,  and  the  Bill  of 
Rights.  The  staff  at  the  Center  and  law  specialists  from  all  over  the  world 
together  sought  to  understand  how  our  legal  institutions  really  work.  Programs 
from  this  extensive  study  will  be  broadcast  during  the  next  three  months, 
beginning  Tuesday,  January  7,  at  9:00  p.m.  Some  of  the  issues  involved  are 
described  in  the  following  statement  by  Richard  Lichtman,  professor  of 
philosophy  and  member  of  the  Center  staff: 

'The  tragedy  of  'Billy  Budd'  derives  from  an  apparently  valid  system  of 
law  which  defeats  moral  goodness.  Is  law,  often  regarded  as  the  highest 
expression  of  public  morality,  doomed  by  some  inherent  deficiency  to  frustrate 
major  moral  concerns  of  men?  Is  there  a  painful  discrepancy  between  morality 
and  law  which  marks  each  as  essential  for  the  other  and  yet  brings  them  into 
some   ultimate  conflict? 

"These  are  issues  which  underlie  the  meetings  held  by  the  Center  on  prob- 
lems of  constitutional  law  and  Negro  rights.  The  First  Amendment  protects 
speech  against  government  intrusion,  but  is  it  sufficient  to  encourage  and 
develop  meaningful  discourse  among  men?  Must  this  task  always  remain 
beyond  the  province  of  law?  The  Fourteenth  Amendment  promises  equal 
protection  of  law,  but  what  is  the  range  and  significance  of  its  guarantee  of 
equality?  Can  this  amendment  be  used  to  restructure  our  notion  of  private 
property,  or  free  association,  or  the  competing  claims  of  men  for  housing  or 
employment?  What  is  the  significance  of  the  fact  that  we  exist  under  a  federal 
written  constitution  protected  by  a  court  (rather  than  the  legislature  as  in 
England)  and  sharing  jurisdiction  with  a  multitude  of  states? 

"It  is  to  questions  of  this  sort  that  Professors  Harry  Kalven  and  Joseph  Tuss- 
man  direct  the  meetings  of  the  Center's  staff.  The  issue  that  animates  all  these 
inquiries  is  nothing  less  than  the  meaning  and  function  of  constitutional  law 
in  a  society  which  aspires  to  be  both  free  and  just."
